On the nicht of 23 December 1949, an araed skirmish occurred in 
the villace of Gradisce, near the Yusoslav-dzone B border. 


clections were scheduled to be held in jradisce in late Deceuber, and 
Yuroslav authorities were informed thot an armed band had beén 
oryanized with the aim of assassinatin: several political leaders. 
tolice patrols in the Gradisce areca were strengthened immediately and 
placed on twenty-four hour duty. 


The evening of 23 December, three patrols, consisting of two military 
groups of five men each and a militia unit of five men, discovered a 

wroup of approximetely ten armed men hidins near the villa of Anton Babic. 
The patrols ordered the men to step forward, and when the challenze was 

nob answered a patrol opened fire with submachi:ie suns. The sen returned - 
the fire and threw several hand srenades. Before militia reinfcreenonts 
could be summoned, the sen had successfully withdrawn, leavin: behind one 
cead and a smali supply of hand srenades, One militia man was also 
wounded and two military efZicers , who had been wounded, died the following 
day in the local hospital. 


Cn the followin: day, the villa e of ‘radisce was surrounded and all houses 
were thoroushly searched by wilitia, UUB and army sentries. A few
